In  compliance  with  your  instructions  the  Annual  Report  for 
1920  is  reduced  to  the  lowest  limit. 

POPULATION. 

From  the  Preliminary  Report,  of  the  1921  Census,  it  appears  that 
the  number  of  persons  in  Huddersfield  on  the  night  of  June  19th  20th, 
was  110,120. 

As  one  result  of  the  industrial  situation  in  April,  1921,  the  Census 
was  postponed  until  June  (19th-20th).  This  had  regrettable  results. 
According  to  the  preliminary  Census  returns,  health  resorts  generally 
show  increases  of  population  so  great  as  to  be  incredible.  For 
example  : Blackpool  increased  from  60,740  in  191 1 to  99,040  = 04%  ; 
Bridlington  from  14,334  to  22. 70S  = 58%  ; St.  Annes  from  9,837  to 
15,041  = 52%,  and  Morecambe  from  12.131  to  19,182  = 58%. 

Of  course,  the  bulk  of  these  increases  is  made  up  of  visitors  from 
the  industrial  centres.  Conditions  were  abnormal.  The  cessation 
of  work  enabled  a much  larger  number  of  inhabitants  of  industrial 
towns  to  take  holidays  than  is  usual  at  that  time  of  year.  (One 
recalls  the  large  extent  to  which  char-a-banc  excursions  were 
patronised  during  that  period). 

By  taking  into  consideration  the  normal  increases  at  health 
resorts  in  the  past  ; similar  data  for  the  industrial  districts  ; and  by 
making  a proportional  allocation  of  the  excess  of  the  former  among 
the  latter,  an  approximation  to  the  real  population  might  be  arrived 
at.  This  work  can  only  be  done  satisfactorily  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Department.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  matter  will  he 
considered. 

It  is  essential  that  the  value  of  sanitary  work  should  be  measured. 
All  rates  of  sickness  and  death  are  calculated  upon  the  population. 
If  this  be  under  stated  for  a Sanitary  District  the  value  of  preventive 
medicine  is  masked. 
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Huddersfield  is  particularly  unfortunate  in  this  regard.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  the  position  at  British  Dyes  calls  for  mention. 
During  the  later  years  of  the  war  workpeople  numbered  in  Kind's 
were  employed  over  and  above  those  engaged  in  the  pre-existing 
industries  of  the  town.  Persons  were  recruited  for  the  work  from 
places  as  far  distant  as  Ireland.  At  the  time  of  the  Census  these 
Works  were  not  fully  in  operation — war  industry  had  ceased,  and 
had  not  been  replaced  by  normal  trade. 

One  must  base  one’s  calculations  upon  the  official  population  as 
set  forth  by  the  Registrar  General.  Consequently  the  returns  of 
sickness  and  death  obtaining  here  during  those  years  were  in  fact  less 
and  ought  to  have  so  appeared.  This  cannot  lie  put  right.  More- 
over. as  British  Dyes  resumes  activities  so  will  workpeople  be  im- 
ported. (The  class  of  men  needed  are  generally  unskilled,  wages  are 
relatively  high,  and  migrants  are  attracted).  The  population  will  be 
in  fact  increased,  but  the  calculations  will  be  based  on  figures  which 
do  not  take  such  increase  into  account. 


BIRTH  RATE. 


In  the  preface  to  the  1919  report  1 fell  into  error.  Writing  on 
the  birth-rate,  I failed  to  make  allowance  for  the  number  of  men  who, 
though  the  war  had  ceased,  were  still  not  demobilised,  and  thus  was 
led  to  attach  undue  importance  to  the  birth-rate  of  12. (i7  per  1000  of 
the  population — this  rate  for  1920  was  18.02.  Additional  informa- 
tion on  the  birth-rate  will  be  found  in  Table  A on  page  35.  I desire 
to  make  it  clear  that  the  decline  in  the  birth-rate,  which  I regard  as 
disastrous  to  the  national  welfare,  is  observed  throughout  this  and 
other  civilised  countries,  and  is  by  no  means  singular  in  Huddersfield.

HUDDERSFIELD  SEWAGE  WORKS. 

The  drainage  of  the  Borough  is  carried  out  on  the  combined 
system  of  sewers,  there  being  no  separate  system  for  the  carriage  of 
clean  waters  to  the  streams. 

The  Colne  and  Holme  Valley  Branch  Intercepting  Sewers  are 
connected  at  Bridge  Street,  Lockwood,  and  from  thence  the  main 
intercepting  sewer  continues  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Deighton,  its  diameter  increasing  from  2'-b"  to  6 feet. 

The  average  dry  weather  flow  at  the  present  time  amounts  to 
1<H  million  gallons  per  24  hours.  This  is  made  up  of  domestic  sewage 
31  million  gallons,  trade  effluents  4.1  million  gallons,  and  sub-soil 
water  2\  million  gallons. 

The  process  of  purification  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  a 
biological  one.  in  addition  to  the  usual  screens,  detritus  tanks,  etc., 
there  are  ten  tanks  each  of  a capacity  of  one  million  gallons,  and  after 
passing  through  which  the  sewage  is  treated  on  bacteria  beds,  the 
total  area  of  which  is  10J  acres.  The  final  treatment  consists  of 
settlement  in  humus  tanks. 

The  whole  of  the  sludge  is  dealt  with  at  Deighton,  and  on  account 
of  the  large  amount  of  grease  contained  iu  the  sewage,  due  to  the 
large  proportion  of  trade  effluents  compared  with  domestic  sewage, 
the  recovery  of  grease  as  a valuable  bye-product  has  received  the 
attention  of  the  Corporation  during  the  past  few  years,  the  receipts 
from  w hich  source  have  been  considerable. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  obliged  to  the  Borough  Engineer 
for  the  foregoing  information.

— In  every  case  where  a sufficient  sewer  and  water  supply  is 
available,  all  new  closets  erected  must  be  on  the  water  carriage  system, 
and  be  flushed  with  clean  water. 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

During  the  past  year  great  advances  have  been  made  in  the 
collection  of  household  refuse.  Three-fifths  of  each  week  is  devoted 
to  the  collection  of  Dust  liius.  The  adoption  of  this  means  has  led 
a gicat  number  of  householders,  on  their  own  initiative,  to  abolish 
ashpits  and  resort  to  Bins,  as  they  are  thereby  assured  of  having  their 
refuse  removed  at  regular  periods.  No  excessive  accumulation  of 
rubbish  is  allowed  to  remain  on  any  premises.  Although  ashpits  can 
not  be  emptied  so  frequently  as  Dust  Bins,  yet,  a system  has  been 
inaugurated  whereby  no  ashpit  is  allowed  to  remain  unemptied  longer 
than  a month.  Congested  districts  receive  special  attention,  such 
areas  being  cleared  of  refuse  as  often  as  thrice  a week.  Tub  closets 
receive  weekly  attention  and  every  means  is  taken  to  thoroughly 
cleanse  anil  disinfect  each  tub  oi  pail  before  it  leaves  the  works.

HOUSING. 


It  was  shewn  in  connection  with  the  L.D.B.’s  enquiry.  1!U4. 
that  there  was  a distinct  shortage  of  houses.  Several  new  works  have 
been  erected  within  the  Borough,  increasing  the  population  and 
emphasing  the  shortage  apparent  in  1 1)14.  The  average  annual  rate 
of  building  new  houses  previous  to  l!H4  was  320  per  annum.  I tilling 
the  five  years  preceding  1920.  the  average  number  of  new  houses  per 
year  was  at  the  rate  of  47.  The  new  works  established  in  Hudders- 
field, caused  no  doubt  a considerable  increase  in  the  population. 

The  Corporation  have  a scheme  for  building  1.500  houses  under 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.  The  following  list  shews  the 
number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Corporation  and  in  course  of  erection 
since  1914.

Report  of  Work  done  from  May  1st,  1911,  to  December  31st,  1920. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  Sanitary  Authority  lias  provided  228  hospital  beds  in  three 
Institutions  the  Mill  Hill  Sanatorium  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Dalton, 
the  Brad  lex  Wood  Sanatorium  for  Pulmonary  and  Surgical  I'uber- 
culosis,  Brad  lev  Wood,  and  the  Whitehouse  Farm  Small  Pox  Hospital. 

The  beds  for  surgical  tuberculosis  were  given  to  the  town  by  one 
of  its  most  public-spirited  citizens  the  late  Mr.  John  Sykes.  They 
are  maintained  by  the  Sanitarx  Authority. 

There  are  44  beds  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  at  Bradley  Wood, 
40  for  small  pox  at  the  Whitehouse  Farm.  12  for  maternity  cases  in 
the  grounds  of  the  Mill  Hill  Sanatorium,  the  balance  of  the  beds  are 
for  infectious  disease  contained  in  four  pavilions  at  Mill  Hill  —they 
are  interchangeable . 

Nothing  so  exceptional  as'to  call  for  special  attention  occurred  in 
the  administration  of  these  hospitals,  nor  in  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  Borough.  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
Borough  is  set  forth  in  Table  B. 

The  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  year  compares  favourably  with 
the  mean  rate  for  the  ten  preceding  years  1910-1919,  the  rates  being 
0.34  and  0.80  respectively.  The  rate  is  a slight  increase  on  that  for 
last  year,  when  it  was  0.23  per  1,000.  All  cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  investigated  and  prompt  measures  taken  to  trace  the  source  and 
prevent  the  extension  of  the  disease.  Anti-toxin  serum,  which  is 
supplied  to  the  medical  practitioners  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  free 
of  charge,  has  been  applied  for  in  many  cases. 

One  case  of  encephalitis  lethargiea  was  notified  during  this  year. 

Two  return  cases  of  scarlet  fexrer  came  under  the  notice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  cases  of  pneumonia,  five  malaria  and 
four  dysentery  were  notified. 

The  Laboratory  at  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  of 
service  both  in  the  Preventative  and  Clinical  work  of  the  Department. 
During  this  year  2,497  specimens  were  examined. 

Of  these,  36.8%  specimens  were  received  from  private  practi- 
tioners. 32.3%  from  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Mill  Hill 
Sanatorium,  7.3%  from  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  Bradley  Wood 
Sanatorium.  0.6%  from  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the 
balance,  forming  23%,  represented  various  investigations  of  specimens 
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obtained  by  one  or  other  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  the  course  of  routine  duty. 

Contacts  are  visited  and  kept  under  observation  for  the 
period  of  incubation  of  the  particular  disease.  No  isolation  or  dis- 
infection is  enforced. 

Carrier  cases  are  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No  cases 
of  small-pox  occurred  in  the  Borough  and  no  vaccinations  or  re- 
vaccinations were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under 
the  Public  Health  (Small-Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  P.ilT.  No 
special  difficulties  have  arisen  with  regard  to  “Carrier”  cases  and 
" Return  Cases.  Non-notifiable  acute  infectious  diseases  are 
dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Practitioners. 

Cases  of  disease  intimated  from  School  arc  visited  by  the  school 
nurses. 

Twenty-one  deaths  occurred  from  influenza,  giving  a death-rate 
of  0.18. 

No  special  inquiries  are  made  with  regard  to  this  disease. 

No  cases  of  anthrax  or  rabies  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  least  satisfactory  feature  of  this  phase  of  the  Public  Health 
work  in  Huddersfield  is  the  late  period  at  which  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  are  made.  It  not  infrequently  happens  that  entries 
in  the  death  returns  of  persons  dead  from  tuberculosis  are  the  first 
intimation  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  occurrence  of  the  cases. 
In  every  instance  t lie  medical  practitioner  concerned  is  communicated 
with,  if  the  time,  energy  and  money  devoted  to  direct  action  against 
tuberculosis  were  diverted  to  secure  maternal  and  infant  welfare 
more  would  be  achieved  in  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  itself  than 
is  achieved  by  the  present  methods  of  work  against  tuberculosis. 
One  'I  uberculosis  Dispensary  is  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  at 
which  two  clinics  arc  held  weekly.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  the  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  is  assisted  by  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  of  Health.  A residential  institution—  Bradley  Wood 
Sanatorium  is  superintended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Dr.  R.  C.  l’oyscr  is  in  residence  as  Medical  Officer. 


The  Sanatorium  contains  44  hods  tor  adult  oases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  24  hods  for  surgical  cases  of  1 uhcreulosis  in  children. 

Incases  where  treatment  is  needed  in  a general  nr  special  Hospital 
there  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  Authorities 
of  these  Hospitals.  Cases  of  this  nature,  however,  do  not  often  arise. 
School  Clinics  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  co-operation  is  therefore  complete. 

Charts  are  sent  quarterly  to  medical  practitioners  who  have 
insured  patients  under  domiciliary  treatment.  The  treatment  and 
progress  of  the  patient  are  recorded  from  time  to  time  and  the  charts 
returned  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

In  eases  where  the  diagnosis  is  doubtful  the  patients  attend  the 
dispensary  for  observation,  or  are  visited  in  their  own  homes.  A 
record  is  made  of  each  home  contact  and  any  doubtful  eases  are  asked 
to  attend  the  dispensary  foi  observation. 

The  X Ray  has  been  made  use  of  in  several  cases  for  t he  purpose 
of  diagnosis. 

Sanatorium  treatment  has  been  proved  to  be  the  most  beneficial. 
Dental  treatment  for  tuberculosis  patients  is  provided  for  free  of 
charge.  No  provision  is  made  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  nursing 
patients  in  their  own  homes,  but  the  Victoria  Nurses  attend  such 
cases  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Extra  Nourishment  milk  and  cereals  to  the  value  of  5/-  weekly 
is  given  to  necessitous  eases  under  domiciliary  treatment. 

No  hospital  is  provided  for  treating  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  adults—  these  eases  are  often  treated  in  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

One  block  of  the  Bradley  W ood  Sanatorium  built  and  equipped 
by  the  late  John  Sykes.  Esq.,  and  maintained  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  contains  24  beds  for  surgical  tuberculosis  in  children. 

The  ” after  care  of  patients  is  carried  out  by  a voluntary 
association,  which  keeps  the  patients  under  observation,  gives  help 
where  necessary  and  linds  suitable  employment  when  possible. 

Four  shelters  are  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  patients 
who  have  suitable  garden  accommodation  for  them  these  are  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Tuberculosis  (M'lieer. 

A detail  study  of  the  occupation  of  eases  of  tuberculosis  amongst 
both  sexes  shows  no  preponderance  amongst  men  or  women  engaged  in 
any  special  occupation. 


Advice  is  given  to  members  of  the  family  when  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis are  visited. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  the  greatest 
difficulty  encountered  is  overcrowding. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  was  appointed  to  he  used  as 
the  treatment  centre  for  Venereal  Diseases,  and  was  opened  in  July. 
1919. 

Two  Clinics  were  arranged  to  be  held  weekly,  one  for  males,  and 
one  for  females. 

Arrangements  were  to  be  made  by  the  Hospital  Committee  as  far 
as  possible  for  the  treatment  of  urgent  eases,  irrespective  of  sex  on 
either  day. 

Four  beds  were  to  be  provided  for  in-patients — two  in  a male 
ward,  and  two  in  a female  ward. 

Two  Medical  Officers  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Clinic — 
Dr.  A.  L.  McCully  for  the  male  department  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Miller  for  the 
female  department,  and  each  receive  a fee  of  £3  3s.  Od.  per  session. 
An  additional  part  time  staff  was  provided  consisting  of  nurse,  clerk, 
dispenser  and  male  attendant. 

The  Drugs  used — Salvarsan  or  its  approved  substitutes — to  he 
supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  County  Borough  of  Hudders- 
field to  the  Hospital  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  scheme  above  described,  it  was  later  found 
necessary  to  hold  two  Clinics  weekly  for  each  sex  : — 

Males  ...  Tuesday,  6-30  to  8-30  p.m. 

Thursday,  7 to  9 p.m. 

Females  ...  Monday,  7 to  9 p.m. 

Friday.  6-30  to  8-30  p.m. 

The  existing  provision  may  be  regarded  as  adequate. 

It.  is  difficult  to  say  how  far  the  co-operation  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession has  been  obtained.  No  antagonism  has  been  observed. 

'I'lie  cases  attended  number  346  males,  120  females,  total  466. 

Arrangements  have  keen  made  for  the  irrigation  of  female  cases 
of  gonorrhoea  on  Wednesday  afternoon. 

Facilities  are  not  provided  for  t he  disinfection  of  persons  who  have 
been  exposed  to  risk  of  infection. 


It  is  doubtful  if  any  medical  pracl  it  inner  in  the  area  is  qualified 
t.o  receive  free  supplies  of  Salvarsan  substitutes  except  the  Venereal 
Diseases  Medical  Officers  if  the  stipulations  of  the  Local  CJovernment 
Hoard  are  adhered  to.  In  three  eases  these  substitutes  have  been 
supplied. 

Enquiries  as  to  the  number  of  cases  treated  were  sent  to  all  the 
medical  gentlemen  practising  in  the  Borough  numbering  4K. 
Reminders  were  also  sent.  Thirty-three  replies  have  been  received. 

The  result  of  the  enquiry  is  shown  below  : —

Of  the  4.4  eases  of  syphilis  l(i  were  treated  with  Arscno  Benzol 
compounds  and  27  by  other  methods. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  specimens  have  been  sent  by  the  local 
medical  practitioners  for  pathological  examination. 

No  offence  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Act.  1!)17  has  come  under 
the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

(1 ) .  In  the  year  under  review  2ft  midwives  notified  their  intention 
to  practise  in  the  Borough.  Two  of  them  did  not  attend  any  eases 
during  the  year  and  one  acted  only  as  a monthly  nurse,  hence  2b  were 
in  active  employment.  Altogether  there  were  1 .509  out  of  a total  of 
2.1b4  notified  births,  attended  by  midwives.  A doctor  was  present 
in  2Sf)  of  these  eases,  being  engaged  beforehand  in  lffl  instances,  and 
sent  for  on  account  of  abnormalities  in  98  cases. 

The  midwives  undertook  1,213  eases  without  medical  aid. 

Of  the  29  midwives  registered  18  are  trained.  Among  the  re- 
maining 11  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  well  maintained.  A Medical 
Officer  regularly  visits  each  one,  the  inspection  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations  is  carefully  carried  out.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
secure  the  surgical  cleanliness  of  implements,  and  apparatus  required 
at  labours. 

(2) .  A Scheme  of  Voluntary  Notification  of  Pregnancy  was 
instituted  in  191b,  and  the  number  of  notifications  have  steadily 
increased  each  year.  During  the  period  under  review  807  notifications 


were  received. 


Kach  case  is  visited  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  subsequent  re-visits  are  made  where  necessary.  Advice  is  given 
and  where  special  medical  treatment  is  considered  necessary  the 
patient  is  referred  to  her  family  doctor. 

No  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held. 

All  infants  are  visited  and  re-visited  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  as  soon  as  possible  after  notification  of  birth. 

Consultation  foi  infants  is  held  one  afternoon  weekly  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  where  infants  are  weighed  and  examined  and 
advice  given  as  to  their  feeding  and  care  1 .500  attendances  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Two  nurses  are  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  nurse  sick 
babies  in  their  own  homes  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
family  doctor. 

Three  home  helps  are  employed  to  take  over  the  household 
duties  in  the  homes  of  maternity  cases  and  two  daily  assistants  for 
washing  and  heavy  cleaning. 

A Pavilion  in  the  grounds  of  the  Mill  Hill  Sanatorium  is  equipped 
for  a Maternit  y Ward  of  ten  beds.  ( 'ases  arc  received  when  the  accom- 
modation at  home  is  not  suitable  for  the  confinement. 

All  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  are  investigated. 

A maximum  numbei  of  20  children  under  5 years  of  age  whose 
mothers  are  obliged  to  go  out  to  work,  can  be  received  into  the  Day 
Nursery  where  they  are  fed.  clothed,  and  attended  to  by  trained 
nurses. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  has  no  scheme  for  dealing  with  unmarried 
mothers.  This  is  dealt  with  on  a small  scale,  voluntarily,  at  St. 
Katherine's  Hostel  New  North  Road. 

Dried  Milk  is  given  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  w ho  cannot 
afford  to  buy  it  and  for  infants  where  breast  feeding  is  impossible. 

Much  good  work  is  done  for  the  welfare  of  infants  by  the  Public 
Health  Union  a voluntary  body  of  ladies  who  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

For  this  purpose  Huddersfield  is  divided  into  17  districts.  The 
infants  in  each  district  arc  visited  by  a number  of  lady  helpers  under 
the  supervision  of  a District  Superintendent.  Monthly  reports  as  to 
the  progress  of  each  child  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  ot  Health. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

Eight  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  during  I!I2<I,  and 
each  case  was  investigated.  The  death-rate  from  this  disease  was 
0.02. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Twentx  one  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough  and  20  were  cured  with 
no  impairment  of  vision,  and  one  died.  Each  case  was  visited  and 
advice  given  as  to  treatment. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  arc  not  now  recognised  In  the  Sanitary  Authority  as 
notifiable  diseases.  During  the  year  t he  mortality  from  each  disease 
was  0.0"). 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  pursuance  of  the  Huddersfield 
Impiovement  Act.  1 880.  Section  05.  was  40.  Twenty-one  notifica- 
tions referred  to  infants  under  one  year  of  age  and  the  remaining  1!) 
to  infants  between  the  age  of  one  and  live  years. 

The  procedure  adopted  on  the  receipt  of  each  notification  was  as 

follows 

A Medical  Officer  visited  and  gave  advice  as  to  care  and  feeding. 
A sanitary  inspection  of  the  dwelling  and  its  surroundings  was 
made  immediately.  All  accumulation  of  refuse  in  the 
vicinty  of  the  house  was  cleared  away  forthwith,  the 
receptacles  for  iefu.se.  backyards,  walls  and  so  forth,  were 
disinfected  by  spraying  with  an  efficient  chemical  germicide, 
and  the  drains  were  immediately  flushed.  Only  one  death 
occurred  from  this  disease. 

Poliomyelitis.
